Frankfort, Ky., Jan. tt, 1904. 
Dear PatMs: — 

We are glad to be able to report 
much progress this week This 
General Assembly has already 
tiaen co.uplimented as the "l>est 
and bnsiaat for yearn ' 

The World's Fair hill and the 
School Book Bill have passed 
both houses, ati'l ere jou ret d 
these lines will have the approval 
of the (iovernor, and become op 
erative at ouoe. 

The Fair Bill gives 176,000; 
passed House 14 to 1..; passed 
Senate unanimously. The Hook 
BUI provides that the text books 
need in the common schools must 
be the same all over the State, the 
cities not e . *eu being excepted, as 
in all former attempts at school 
book reform The County Board, 
composed of County Supenutend- 
ent, County Judge and County 
AUorney. will select books from 
the list of bidders, aud send their 
report to State Board, composed 
of State B >ard of Bdoootioo, liov- 
amor aud Clerk Court of Appeals, 
alio will award contract to party 
receiving a majority uf the County 
Board votes. A price is lixud for 
each book, above which the Boards 
must not pay, and will be » great 
saving to the people of Kentucky 
These are the main points of the 
bill and I hope by next week that 
the editor will give it iu full. Bill 
passed House 94 to 2, 

As prediated last week, the Cap 
itol Bill, appropriating one million 
dollars for a building ou prevent 
site, has passed House '.'1 to 1 : 
will pass Seuate tomorrow, ami 
beootne a law before end of the 
week. 

Registration law has been 
amended by House to apply to all 
oities aud towns, a similar bill 
having passed Senato A concurr- 
ence in House bill will likely be 
done before the week s work is 
finished. A person registered 
may get auother certificate >f reg- 
istration if he loses the original, 
but there is no provision if he 
sells or gives it away, to get 
another.
